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Iwtkrockasic Ship Canal. — The announcement 
of the death of Lieutenant Strain at Panama recalls 
the magnificent enterprise with which his name is 
»o painfully associated, and which he at one time 
seemed to have consigned to ''the tomb of the Cap- 
ulets." Every one must of course vividly remem- 
ber the ill-fated expedition of that officer in search 
of a practicable route for a ship canal across the 
Isthmus of Darien, and the thrilling report in which 
he denounced the project as the emptiest of dreams. 
And few can have forgotten the disheartening effect 
of his report upon even the best informed and most 
sasifeine friends of the scheme. It appeared as if 
thefeasibilitv of an interoceanic ship canal at that 
point were suddenly exploded forever. Its boldest 
advocates were paralyzed. Even those who were 
were compelled to admit the 
it upon the public attention until 
should clearly establish the 
mistake which they did not hesitate to attribute to 
Lieutenant Strain as the fountain of all his thick dis- 
asters. Dr. Black, of London, to whose efforts the 
expedition was chiefly owing, and on the strength 
of whose representations we ourselves warmly com- 
mended it, was especially convinced that Lieutenant 
Strain had missed the route he undertook to verify, 
and declared that the Lieutenant had actually at- 
tempted to cross the Isthmus by a line parallel with 
the coast. Yet, although he fortified this declara- 
tion with a variety of indisputable facts and by ap- 
peal to the highest scientific authority, bo great was 
the sensation prodiiced by the calamities of the ex- 
pedition, set forth in liarrowing style, that it all went 
for nothing. The great enterprise seemed to be 
hopelessly under a cloud. 

Happily this obscuration was only temporary. The 
cloud has already broken. A few weeks ago, ac- 
cording to the New York Times, Dr. Caldwell, an 
Assistant Surgeon in the United States Navy, at- 
tached to the frigate Independence, stationed at 
Panama, made a private reconnoissance of the route 
in question which corresponds substantially with 
the <^dt»rvations of the English Engineers, Gisborne 
and rTrd, whose explorations Lieutenant Strain was 
despatched to verify. Dr. Caldwell reports that he 
"had no difficulty in following the track laid down 
by Gisborne from the Gulf of San Miguel on the 
Pacific to the summit of the mountain ridge of the 
Isthmus, and a point from which the Atlantic was 
clearly visible." It is hardly necessary to say that 
this is the track which the unfortunate Strain couldn't 
find, because, as is now certain, he went in an en- 
tirely different direction, floundering along the 
mountain furrows of the Isthmus instead of crossing 
them. Dr. Caldwell, like (iisborne before him, ex- 
presses the opinion that "a ship-canal is practicable, 
that the dividing ridge to be overcome is not much, 
if any, over one hundred and fifty feet in height, 
and that a canal only twenty-four miles long may 
be found amply sufficient." Thus the question of 
thefeasibilitv of an inter-oceanic ship canal at Da- 
rien emerges from its eclipse to challenge once more 
the attention of the commercial world. We hope 
that it will now l>e definitely and authoritatively 
settled without the slightest unnecessary delay. The 
interests involved are at once so important and so 
universal that the world will not brook any further 
dallying with the problem. It should and must l>e 
promptly grapple i with under circumstances that 
exclude all possibility of a failure. Its speedy and 
final determination is due not merely to commercial 
progress bat to the spirit of the age. 

We heartily second the suggestion of the New 
York Times that the Secretary of the Navy will 
render a public service and attract laurels to his 
own brow by resolutely attempting the solution of 
this question. "It will not require," our contempo- 
rary justly adds, *'a large outlay, and the service 
can be well performed by a party of volunteers 
from oar squadron now lying idle in the Golf of 
f^feam*. A small expedition, well equipped and 
provided with the necessary implements, might set- 
tle the question within three weeks after leaving the 
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deck of the Independence. That volunteers for 
such a service will l>e abundant need not be ques- 
tioned; and Dr. Caldwell, who has earned the right 
to command the expedition, has given the best evi- 
dency of his readiness to lead. One surgeon in our 
Navy, at least, has made his fame immortal by con- 
tributions to scientific and geographical knowledge; 
and it perhaps remains to Dr. Caldwell to place his 
name alongside that of the lamented Kane. We 
submit that the Secretary of the Navy will earn the 
hearty approbation of the whole country by giving 
him the opportunity to try." Will the Secretary of 
the Navy voluntarily forego so rich a title to the 
public gratitude and applause? 

De Quincey o> the Chixkse Waji. — The 
"Opium Eater" has turned pamphleteer. The New 
York Courier and Enquirer, of the '23d iust., con- 
tains an analysis of a long-winded and elal>orate 
pamphlet of his on the Chinese war which it re- 
ceived by the last steamer. The particular object 
of De Quincey in this performance is stated in the 
Courier's analysis to be to demonstrate the justice 
of the war. The task is not, in our opinion, a very 
difficult one, but it doubtless affords a fine field for 
the display of a keen and fertile intellect like De 
Quincey 's, although we confess his essays on pub- 
lic questions heretofore have not struck us as espe- 
cially happy. We have a vivid recollection of read- 
ing some years ago his disquisition on the gold 
question, and of thinking at the time that it de- 
served to be classed with Carlyle's miserable jargon 
a few years before about "Cuffy." It certainly was 
not much superior to it. The subject of his present 
effort, however, lies more within the sphere of his 
power, and is no doubt handled with greater practi- 
cal force. 

He maintains, according to the Courier's synopsis 
of his pamphlet, that the great objects of the Chinese 
in prosecuting the war are two, and two only; name- 
ly, a license, guaranteed by the British themselves 
to call them in all proclamations by scurrilous 
names; and the privilege of inflicting upon them, in 
the face of universal China, the foul indignity of a 
spiteful exclusion from the right of entering Canton, 
a right four times secured by treaty. In relation 
to the first of these extremely amiable objects, he 
dilates upon the enormous conceit and super- 
ciliousness of the Celestials, and argues that the 
starch ought to be taken out of them by force, 
as nothing else will answer the purpose. The 
spirit of aggression on the one side he con- 
tends is only nursed by the spirit of submis- 
sion on the other. In this, under the well defined 
limitations of Christian morality, we heartily agree 
with him. The exclusion of foreigners from free 
access to Canton is no doubt, as he styles it, a tradi- 
tional insult, and a flagrant violation of four separate 
treaties, the treaty of 1842, that of 1843, that of 
1846, and that of 1847 all distinctly recognizing the 
right of foreigners to move freely in and out of Can- 
ton. In view of these repeated and solemn stipula- 
tions, he very properly holds that this exclusion 
from the city amounts to a notorious and systematic 
degradation, which works most injuriously to British 
interests, not only at Canton but at all the other free 
ports. He also enlarges on the danger, among such 
a people, of suffering any one article of a treaty to 
be habitually broken, since the delinquency becomes 
contagious. The affair of the Arrow, which was the 
immediate occasion of the late breaking out of hos- 
tilities, he regards as proceeding from nothing else 
than a determination on Yeh's part to humble the 
hated British, and, as a preliminary step, to further 
degrade their national honor. 

Upon the whole, Mr. De Quincey considers China 
in a state of general disintegration and decay, with- 
out vital stamina, or the slightest principle of self- 
restoration. He clearly has no hopes for the Flow- 
ery Kingdom, and not many good wishes, except 
what are logically involved in the success of the 
Brirish arms. We gather from the analysis in ques- 
tion no very high idea of the spirit of the pamphlet, 
but we can easily believe, as the analyst asserts, that 
it "has the marks of its strong-handed author on 
even- page." 

Mattkks at Fkankfort. — The editor of the 
Frankfort Yeoman, in his pa|»er of last Tuesday, ap- 
plied to Mr. Thomas M. Green, editor of the Frank- 
fort Commonwalth, the epithet of "slanderer." The 
Commonwealth of Friday contains Mr. Green's re- 
ply, which is exceedingly interesting. We give the 
closing portion of it, and are rather curious to see 
what is to follow: 

We do not think ourself obliged in our capacity as an ed- 
itor or an individual to submit to such epithets— not be- 
cause we feel ourselves compelled in honor to notice the 
remarks of such a creature as is the editor of the Yeoman, 
but simply because we are tired of the Thersites. This per- 
sonal abuse of us must be discontinued, and how to stop It 
is the question. We have never before noticed the fellow 
since we became the editor of the Commonwealth, although 
he has frequently courted such condescension, and it is not 
now our purpose to engage in an editorial controversy with 
him. We have always avoided having anything to do with 
him editorially and do not now intend to begin the inter- 
course. It would be folly to think of checking his vulgari- 
ty by replying in the same strain, for by that course we 
would lower ourself to his level; and, besides, his natural 
proclivities— highly cultivated— and long practice would 
give him a great advantage over us in this kind of a war. 
The weapons of the polecat, although not mortal, are such 
as to deprive the combat of all dignity and honor. Nor 
can we, under all the previous circumstances of the case, 
think for a moment of creating public sympathy in his fa- 
vor by caning him upon the ttreets. Such a course could 
not disgrace him anv further than he has already been dis- 
graced in the eyes of this community, and would but give 
the poor creature an excuse for using his brush against us. 

But if he persists In thus wantonly assailing us in spite 
of a I ounenorts to avoid any collision with nim and the 
various manifestations of contempt we have exhibited to- 
ward him, if the censure of every decent man even in his 
own party will not induce him to eease his obscene lan- 
guage toward one who has done all in his power to avoid 
nim, we give him fair warning that, if no other course will 
be effectual in checking the flood of his billingsgate, and he 
persists in thus pertinaciously villifying us. we will throw 
aside our scruples and disregard the censure of our friends, 
and treat him as if he were, what every one knows lie is 
not, a gentleman and our equal. 

After the preceding was in type we received the 

Yeoman of Saturday. The editor of that paper 

hurls all sorts of opprobrious epithets at the editor 

of the Commonwealth. Now we shall see what we

say tliat we can see nothing in what has passed l«- 
tween the Commonwealth and Yeoman to justify 
the shedding of blood. And we earnestly hope that 
no blood will be shed.

Freights are not only scarce here, but at every 
point on the Western rivers. The Cincinnati Ga- 
zette says: 

Capt. Williamson received information direct from 
New Orleans to the effect that not one hundred tons 
was in that city for the Ohio river, rates ruinously 
low, and the passenger travel at a very low ebb. 
The Vicksburg packets were lying up, and the Ohio 
boats not receiving enough to pay expenses. The 
Gibson and Tecumseh have been loading exceeding- 
ly slow, only receiving a few tons per dav. The R. 
H. Winslow, Mars, and Buckeye are all deserted, 
while the Landis is going to risk another trip, hoping 
to. get a paying trip back. To Memphis there is not 
a pound of freight offering. To St. Louis there is an 
exc9eding scarcity. 

The Maclay, Messenger, Gulnare, Kate French, 
and J. C. Fremont are loading for that port, the first 
three verv slowly, indeed at the rate of one hundred 
tons divided lietween them, and no prospect of any 
improvement for the better. For Nashville there is 
not fifty tons in the city, with the Quaker City and 
Seventy-Six in port for that point, and the Swallow 
to arrive this morning. For Pittsburg there were, 
yesterday, the St. Louis, Moderator, and Delegate, 
and not over one hundred and fifty tons received on 
them, while each boat's passenger list up to that port 
is very light. 

L.vitoE Arrival of Specie.— The town was in 
funds yesterday. On the arrival of the steamer 
Empress, from New Orleans, there was in charge of 
the Adams Express Company the snug sum of 
$l,000,000-that is one million dollars in silver. 
This amount is being transmitted to the mint at 
Philadelphia, under the care of Mr. Patterson, the 
agent of the Adams Company, who has frequently 
been entrusted with similar amounts of specie, and 
who has always honorably discharged his trust. 

The same steamer brought $30,000 in gold to the 
Northern Bank and the Bank of Kentucky.

Capt. Megowan— Things occurred as stated: went with 
J.vyce to Maxwell's stable and expostulated with he and his 
friends; all were excited and violent; knowing Jones aud 
Pi 1mm invited them home with me to take supper: when 
the cannon was brought aud placed bef ore the jail door 
went up to it; Sam Morris sitting astride and heard him 
say, "yon shall kill me." the balance could not hear. 

Sandford Swindler— I came to the jail before the negroes 
were hung; saw Mr. prince at the fence near Fifth street 
when the two hut negroes were executed; he remarked to 
me ueveral times: "Let s go home," 

James A. Murray — Saw Mr. I»rincc the night before the 
mob; he requested me to go with him, that he might find 
Billy Green. 

At this point in the testimony, the Attorneys for 
the defense offered to introduce evidence concerning 
the good character of the accused. Mr. Craig re- 
marked that he was acquainted with most of them 
and knew their reputation as orderly, law-abiding 
citizens. 

Judge Ixtgan then entered upon a review of the 
entire evidence, condensing, collating, and system- 
atizing the whole in a very able manner. He re- 
marked that it did not matter who exactly hung 
the negroes, but whoever gave countenance to the 
affair was equally culpable. During the rendering 
of the decision the connsel made several exceptions, 
and begged to be heard finally to-day. To this the 
Chancellor consented. He however admitted the 
following of the accused to bail in $500 each, with 
security in the same amount: P. W. Bibb, Nick 
Bernard Trip Astes, John Letzay, and Thomas F. 
Bell. 

Upon application of Mr. Riley, who desired to 
make an argument tending a legal point involved in 
the case, the Chancellor deferred his decision re- 
lative to Wm. Joyce. Laurence Prince, Henry Jones, 
and Mr. Morris. These persons weij delivered into 
the custody of the Sheriff, and Morris taken to 
prison. The others were placed under the patrol of 
their Attorney. With this, however, Judge Logan 
had nothing to do, and the Sunday 
very grossly in speaking of his having 
them to the custody of their attorneys. 

There was very great crowd in the Chancery 
Court ooom, and considerable feeling manifested. 
But the clear, conclusive, and impartial summing 
up of the facts and the law in the case, by the 
learned Chancellor, quieted every mind.

The House is aware that some months ago there 
occurred a very deplorable scene of violence and 
outrage at the Isthmus of Panama, that a quarrel 
Itegan, nobody well knows how — some people say 
that it was a simple dispute between a passenger and 
a native about a ^water-melon; but at all events it 
acted like a spark thrown upon a smouldering fire, 
which burst out into a flame; and the reciprocal dis- 
like which had long been growing up led to acts of 
great violence and scenes of bloodshed which every- 
bodv must deeply deplore. 

The United States Government applied for redress 
for the past and security for the future, but I am 
sorry to say that the Government of New Grenada, 
which is not particularly celebrated for accurate 
recollections of duties or performance of obligations, 
refused compliance with those demands. Thence 
arose the negotiations and communications between 
the United States and New Grenada Governments, 
which have not yet led to anv satisfactorv termination. 
It is quite clear, I think, that that which is true in 
regard to private property is also true in regard to a 
government — that it has its duties as well as rights; 
and the Government of New Grenada is bound to 
provide for security of persons and property passing 
along the railroad through its dominions. The excuse 
which it gave for refusing compensation to those who 
suffered by these excesses was, I think, to a certain 
degree, its own condemnation, because it alleged 
that the high-handed proceedings of the passengers 
for a long time before had created great exaspera- 
tion, and it therefore was not wonderful that a slight 
cause should produce very considerable results. 

Smctde of a General and a Commodore. — As a 
trulv tragic episode of the Persian war, we have to 
mention the death, each by his own hand, of General 
Forfcter Stalker, commander of the forces, and Com- 
modore Etheridge, of the navy. The verdict on 
Gen. Stalker's body was, that he came to his death 
from a pistol shot inflicted by his own hand in a lit 
of temporary insanity. There was no paper left to 
indicate this, nud he was merely heard to complain i 
that the 3rd cavalry was not given him; and was 
also uneasy about the responsibility of sheltering 
the European troops during the approaching hot 
weather. The verdict on Com. Etheridge was, that 
he destroyed himself with hi? own baud while suflfer- 
mental aberration, brought about by long 
anxiety connected with the duties of his 

Tlut Grand I>uke Constantine at Pans. — The Times

The Russia** In China — The MonUeur de U Flotte 
says that the Russians are founding a great maritime 
establishment in the River A moor, which they call 
Port Imperial. Two powerful batteries are being 
erected at this spot. The naval establishment of 
Port Imperial is to comprise factories, dry-docks, 
storehouses, powerful means of defence, and all the 
requisites for sheltering a large fleet.

They 
found the frightful nursling, a serpent of large size 
and of a dangerous species. 

Thk Surri.Y ok CoTTOX. — The discussions which 
are taking place among the Manchester manufactur- 
ers as to the feasibility of opening new supplies of 
cotton are of considerable interest in the United 
States in two points of view. If cotton of the bsst 
quality should ever be produced cheaply and in 
great abundance in British India, a fatal blow would 
I* struck at slavery in the United States. The 
other aspect in which the subject is important re- 
sults from the large indebtedness of our country 
abroad. Our large annual importations of goods, 
our enormous consumption of foreign iron, the im- 
mense amount of foreign capital we have used in 
the construction of our railroads, render it necessary 
that we should be large producers of some commo- 
dity or commodities we can export and for which 
we" can always count on a steady demand. Cotton 
is precisely such a commodity, and the annual bal- 
ance of trade would be fearfully against us if a 
competition in cotton growing should spring up in 
some quarter of the gloi>e powerful enough to drive 
us from the market. The value of the cotton we 
now annually export is something like a hundred 
and thirty millions of dollars. VVe could not ex- 
port this amount of any other agricultural product, 
even if we had it to spare, for there is no market 
that requires so large a supply. If we were to cease 
to be exporters of cotton, it is difficult to see how 
the country could pay its debts. 

In alluding to the supply of cotton we do not 
write as partisans; we enly* aim t ) state facts. An 
association is about to be formed among the Man- 
chester manufacturers to be called "The Cotton 
Supply Association," having for its object the pro- 
morion of the growth of cotton in the dependencies 
of Great Brttaiu, particularly in India. At one of 
the Manchester meeting*, the opinion was expressed 
that the English manufacturers pay £10,000,000 per 
annum more for the cotton they use than would be 
paid if cotton were produced, as it might be, in the 
British colonies. But, notwithstanding th-; attention 
which is given to the production of cotton else- 
where, we 'do not exjejt to see the markets of tl e 
world supplied from any other source than the 
United States. No great "success has, as yet, atten- 
ded the experiments in cotton culture of the British 
in India, or of the French in Algiers. The French 
attempts are likely to prove a failure. We have no 
doubt the English" will get large supplies of inferior 
cotton from the East. But this will not prevent 
the extension of the market of the United States. 

The cotton crop will continue to be the great staple 
of our exports, and the slave population of the coun- 
try is likely to l>e pretty much absorbed in its culti- 
vation. We infer lhi«"from the fact, shown by the 
treasury reports on commerce and navigation, that 
our exports of cotton are largely increasing, both in 
quantity and value. This will appear from the fol- 
io wing "statement respecting the export of the last 
two years:

Ouu Firumkn Abroad. — We h ive already chron- 
icled the arrival and reception tf the Mechanic Fire 
Company, of this city, in Baltimore. On Wednes- 
day a parade of the Baltimore United Fire Depart- 
ment in honor of the Mechanic came off. Our Bal- 
timore exchanges give the following account of it: 

The day was warm and auspicious over head, but 
a strong wind prevailing blew great clouds of dust 
through the streets, and at times enveloped the 
whole line. At about three o'clock the procession 
began to move, and the following is the order in 
which the various companies appeared in the line: 
Chief Marshal R. A. McAllister, with aids, on horse- 
back; deputation of the Deptford company; Mechan- 
ical engine company; Liberty engine company; In- 
dependent engine company; Columbian engine com- 
pany; Franklin engine company; Washington hose; 
Watchman engine company; Lafayette engine com- 
pany; Western hose; the members of the Deptford, 
drawing the apparatus of the Mechanic, No. 1, of 
Louisville; New Albany Comet Band; members of 
Mechanic, No. L The most of the companies were 
preceded by the various brass bands of the city. 
Flags were scattered and fluttered along the entire 
length of the line. That borne by the Mechanic co. 
was of satin and most beautiful workmanship. Upon 
the top of their engine was carried "that same old 
coon," amid a profusion of wreathes, and he seemed 
to enjoy the sport very sedately. 

It was certainly one of the most beautiful demon- 
strations in honor of visiting firemen that has taken 
place in Baltimore for a long time, and reflected 
much credit upon all concerned. As the long line 
moved over the route, many demonstrations of en- 
thusiasm attested the pleasure with which the fire- 
men of the South were greeted and welcomed to the 
Monumental Citv. Cannon were tired from the 
steeples of the Columbian and Deptford engine- 
houses, a fine display of flags were also suspended in 
front, the tiells of" the companies merrily rung, 
whilst the ladies, especially in the eastern section of 
the city, showered bouquets upon the ranks as they 
proudly passed along. 

At the intersection of South and Baltimore streets 
the Monumental Hose Company had stationed their 
reels and gave a salute of bells as the pageant 
passed. At the corner of Paca and Saratoga streets 
the Howard Engine Company had stationed their 
apparatus, and similarly paluted, as also did 
the New Market, at the corner of Eutaw and Sarato- 
ga streets.

The Persian treaty of peace terminating the war 
with Great Britain is being ratified. 

Ijondon Money Market, Tuesday Evening, May 29. 
Money market unchanged. Consols for money 
quoted at 93%<fr93%. 

Uvtrpool Cotton Market. — The broker's circular 
reports the cotton market quiet and generally un- 
changed. Sales for three davs were 16,000 bales, 
1,800 of which to speculators and 1,200 for export. 

Liverpool Breadstuff Market. — Richardson, Siience, 
& Co.'s circular reports breadstuffs steady. Wheat 
closed firm and unchanged. Flour closed quiet. 
Corn steady at an advance of 6d in price. 

Lirei pool Provision Market — Circulars report the 
Liverpool provision market as dull and slow of sale, 
but prices unaltered. Rice steady and unchanged. 

Paris letters report the discount market easier, 
with a better supply of money on the bourse. It 
was rumored that the Rank of France had made a 
new coutract for the supply of gold. 

Reports from Madrid aunounce that, at an inter- 
view between the Mexican and Spanish foreign min- 
isters, the basis of an arrangement for the settlement 
of the Mexican difficulty was made. 

The silk market remains in a state of suspense. 
From Naples the accounts are good, but from Lom- 
bard}- uncertaiu. In France nothing unfavorable to 
silk had vet transpired. 

The new Danish Ministry are apparently ameliora- 
ting the Holstein difficulty. 

There had been another battle between the Turks 
and revolted Arabs at Damaski. 

The details of the China news previously tele- j 
graphed had been received. There had been no fur- 
ther operations by the Americans in China. 

The Manchester market is reported dull for up- 
lands. The Birmingham market is steady. Mid- 
dling quiet and steady at 7}-^, with a good American 
demand. Woolen manufactures are slightly better. 
Irish linen heavy. 

Washington, June L 
The government has no official account of the Ohio 
fugitive slave case. The Secretory of the Interior 
has replied to the U. S. Marshal by telegraphing as 
follows: Consult district attorney; execute the laws; 
the President expects you to do your duty, and he 
will do his. 

Major McCullough, who is here, has been again 
tendered the Governorship of Utah. 

There was fighting at the polls and bloodshed. 
The executive authorities, by request of the Mayor, 
ordered out the marines to preserve order through- 
out the citv and prevent improper interference with 
voters at the polls. There was much excitement. 

The court martial convened in Texas found Major 
Gales Porter, in command of Fort Brown, guilty of 
the charge of conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline by drunkenness, and sen- 
tenced him to be dLsmissed the service, but, taking 
into consideration infirmity of age ami forty years' 
honorable service, the President has, on recommen- 
dation of the Court, mitigated the sentence to sus- 
pension for one year from rank ami pay.

EV ENING B ULLET IN. 

Nicaragua. — How Walker and hit Men Escaped— 
The Famine at Ricat — Eating Mules, Horses, Cats, and 

Dogs. General lleoningsea, Colonel Titus, and one 

division of the army of Nicaragua have arrived in 
New York. One of the reporters of the Tribune 
vUited the former and derived some information in 
regard to the evacuation of the country by Walker. 
The reporter states: 

Since the last advices received here from General Walk- 
er, the allies made an attack on the iutreu< diluents at Kiva* 
with a force of 2,600 men. The assault lasted tlx hours, 
and war hotly contested throughout. As near as could he 
ajBcrtateed, the enemy lo-t 400 killed and wounded, includ- 
30 prisoners taken by General Walker: one cannon be- 
pne to the allies also fell into the bauds of the filibust- 
WalRcr s total lot* in this engagement, in killed aud 
wounded, did not exceed 50 or 60 men. 

From this time until the second week in April, when Gen. 
Mora arrived and assumed command of the allies, no of- 
fensive operations, to - • ■■< k of. took place on cither side. 
< in the 11th of that month *h* allied forces, led on. It wa- 
said. by deserters from the filtlbuster camp, made a d. 
rate attack on General Walker's intrenchments, and suc- 
ceeded in raining possession at one time of the lower plaza 
About one hundred and fifty bad entered that jiortion of 
the town, when Gen. Heunlnipen succeeded in bringing 
three pons to bear upon them, which mowed them down 
with great slaughter. About half of them escaped, and the 
remainder. Wing surrounded, were obliged to surrender. 
After a good deal of hard fighting the enemy was finally 
repulsed, but not without contesting the ground inch by 
inch. One hundred and three prisoners in all remained in 
the hands of Gen. Walker after the fighting wa« over. 

The hop** of the fillibusteT* were greatly sustained by the 
constant expectation of relief from Col. J.ockridge and 
party, on the San Joan river, who were daily looked for. 
Of course no correet intelligence could be obtained resis- 
ting his situation and prospects, as all the avenues of ap- 
proach from tha' quarter were in the hands of the aJHaa, 
Hut. as day after day no news came from the San Juan. 
Die Harrison in Kivas began to despair, and were fast losing 
their spirits, when information was received tliat Captain 
Davis, of the United States sloop-of-war St. Mary's, bad 
-■ ized the schooner Grenada, containing half of all Gen. 
Walker's ammunition. 

Then, in view of the hopeless prospect before them, the 
design of retiring from the country began to be entertain- 
ed. Meantime Captain Davis proceeded to the seat of war, 
and endeavored to urge the contending parties to come to 
terms. General Walker, after prolonged and painful con- 
sultation with his officers, concluded to enter into stipula- 
tions with Cap'ain J (avis, and he subesquently surrendered 
to him as an ■ flic r of the f nited States Government. The 
allies were net named in the instrument. Hy a full under- 
standing, however, the retiring forces were not molested by 
them— one ol the Costa Kican Generals attending Walker 
and his staff through the lines of the enemy, a hostage, as 
it were. 

At the instsnce of Captain Davis, the women and chil- 
dren, numbering about seventy, were removed from the 
camp on the 2. th of April. The formal capitulation took 
place on the SOth of the same month, and the troops set out 
on the march to San Juan del Sur on the 1st of May. 

The whole number of Walker's men at the time of the 
surrender was four hundred and seventy-five; of these, two 
hundred and sixty, includiug officers, were effective; one 
hundred and mrventy-five were on the sick and wounded 
list, and forty were natives. 

Provisions had been exceedingly scarce during the whole 
month of April, and the men had lived chiefly on mule and 
horse meat nearly all the time. Dogs. cats, and other aui- 
mals were sometimes kill* d to furnish a novelty. General 
]iennin«.'scn describes horse flesh as quite passable — when 
one can't get nothin? better. 

The enemy, the General states, had suffered much from 
desertion* and on the 1st of May could not have had more 
than two thousand five hundred available men about Rivn-. 
lie thinks that, had General Walker held out two weeks 
longer, scarcely a shadow would have been left of the allies.

SCHOOL GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

Lexixutox, Kt., May 29. 9 o'clock. 
Dr. Scott, of Cincinnati, read the report of the commit- 
tee on the narrative of the stale of religion. Of 150 Pres. 
brteries connected with this body, 110 had sent up accounts 
of the progress of religion in their midst; of tbem, 93 had 
made reports particularly encouraging, and 14 of the re- 
maining reported as favorable as could be expected of the 
regions in which they were located. 

The report was adopted, and recommended to be read in 
all the ch arches. 

Dr. Moore, chairman of the Committee on Theological 
Seminaries, read the report of that committee. The num- 
ber of students matriculated during the year in all the 
seminaries is 97 — 14 less than last year. The report con- 
tained nominations of Directors for the different semina- 
ries, and recommended the election of a fourth Professor 
in the Danville Seminary. The report was adopted. 

Rev. Stephen Yerkes, professor of Ancient Languages in 
Transylvania l uiversity in IWs city, was put in nomina- 
tion for fourth professor in Danville Seminary, and the 
election made the order of the day on Monday at 11 o'- 
clock. 

The Committee on Systematic Benevolence reported 
that returns had been received from 24 Presbyteries, sig- 
nifying that this cause was rapidly gaining ground among 
the churches, and was working well, resulting in increased 
contributions. The report was adopted. 

The resolutions respecting the American Bible Society 
were taken np. 

The motion of Judge Fine, to commit the subject to a 
committee of five to report to the next General Assembly, 
was modified by the mover to a simple commitmvnt to the 
next Assembly, without any committee. 

The resolutions are as follows: 

t- The American Bible Society has. by the terms of its 
'constitution, no legitimate right to alter, in any way, the 
common and accepted standard English Scriptures, as they 
stood at the creation of that Society. 

2. Concerning the said English Scriptures, the American 
Bible Saciety has full power to print and circulate them, 
and to collect and manage funds for those purposes. But 
it b is no power to edit them — in any other sense than to 
keep tbem in the exact condition in which the standard 
FsWush Bible stood at the formation of said Society. 

3. This General Assembly and the Church it represents 
are, and from the berinning have been, warm and unani- 
mous supj-orters of the American Bible Society. And it is 
in this sense we feel called on to say that we neitherdo nor 
can allow, on our part, of any. even the smaUest, depar- 
ture from the original principle on which that society was 
founded; and to express the settled conviction that the con- 
tinued support of that society by the Presbyterian Church, 
depends upon the strict adherence of the society to those 
dear and sunple principles. 

4. The Board of Pubucation of the Presbyterian Church 
will consider and report to the General Assembly a plan 
for the preparation and i>ermanent publication, by it, of 
the common English Bible in a form suitable for pulpit use, 
with the standard text unchanged, and the usual accessa- 
ries to the text commonly found in pulpit English liibles 
from 1611 to 1*47. . . _ 

The discussion which it elicited was listened to with in- 
tense interest, and the side remarks were occasionally curt 
and crispy. 

Dr. Breckinridge moved to lay the question of postpone- 
t on the table.

It comes only in 
flounced ro!>es and stripes, sometimes accompanied 
by the laxze de cote or side stripe which is now so 
fashionable. The price is moderate, not more than 
ordinary jaconet and organdp; muslins, but it 
"takes" ouly among the most distinguished ladies 
in New York, common persons being afraid to ven- 
ture on anything at once so novel and so striking. 

Lovely variations in grenadines and all kinds of 
summer tissues are also imported by each succeed- 
ing steamer, and the most experienced dealers say 
that Parisian manufacturers have surpassed them- 
selves this season in the beauty and novelty of their 
designs. The newest styles of barage robes are all 
made with grenadine flounces, some forming a per- 
fect imitation of boniton, while the grenadines have 
silk flounces woven in brilliant cheni or chintz pat- 
terns or sometimes rich satin stripes so wrought into 
the body of the material as to enhance rather than 
lessen the chances of its durability. Elegant 
flounces are composed of three plain stripes one inch 
and a half in width in silk, satin, or a mixture of 
chenille in some brilliantly or strikingly contrasting 
color. These are each edged with fringe of the 
same shade as the centre of the robe and form a 
succession of bayadere stripes in serials which is 
very attractive on these light and delicate fabrics. 

For walking and carriage dress, owing to the very 
cool weather, rich silks have only as yet made their 
appearance, but these are really superb in their 
new combinations. They are also very thick, heavy, 
and lustrous, something like those old brocades of 
which it was the boast of our grandmothers tliat 
they stood alone. • Iudeed the genuine, old-fashion- 
ed brocade is revived again with a splendor of ef- 
fect not dreamed of a hundred years ago. One of 
the newest and most beautiful" robes is called the 
"Marie Stuart." It has a centre of rich drab cheni 
taffettas, with a side stri|>e of brilliant plaid in 
white, scarlet, and green, bordered with royal pur- 
ple with distinguished effect. A robe of black taf- 
fettas had two flounces, each in two parts; the one 
was a gay colored Scotch plaid edged with fringe, 
to which was attached the second part, consisting 
of a plain wide stripe of purple silk, also termina- 
ting in fringe. The double skirt and the side stripe 
are altogether suj>erseding the three flounces that 
have been in vogue so long. 

Very ladylike and striking styles for walking 
dresses are small black and white or brown and 
white check patterns with double flounces of bright 
Scotch plaid or the l-atze de cote or side stripe in the 
same pattern, forming a novel contrast to the gravi- 
ty of the central part of the robe. These small 
checks in fine summer poplin or linen are universally 
worn for traveling costume, the dress and full circu- 
lar beiHg the most convenient that could possibly be 
imagined and quite complete. 

A very curious and unique design in rich robes 
was observed the other day in a first class house, 
which had just been received, and was said to be the 
only one in the city. It was called tk f Impennle" 
and the center was composed of that peculiar shade 
of lavender of which the Empress Eugenie is said 
to be so fond. The two lower flounces are o f the or- 
dinary depth, and had three figured bayadere stripes 
in darker shades of lavender than the ground; these 
are bordered with rich chent roses, mingled with 
light foliage. The upper flounce is deeper than the 
lower ones, and is designed altogether in brilliant 
chent flowers, separated into longitudinal stripes, in 
brighter colors, and still more gorgeous pattern than 
the border l>elow. The most natural idea would 
have been that the deepest and especially so strik- 
ing a flounce should have been placed at the bottom 
of the skirt, but the design of the maker is seen from 
the fact of the lower ones containing a greater num- 
ber of breadths, and the effect is easily seen to be 
much more novel and distinguished.

Hosiery is imported as fine as point lace, one pair 
of which will pass through a lady's ring. Last sea- 
son the open work and embroidery were in compara- 
tively large patterns; this spring they are as minute 
and delicate as it is possible to make them. 

Parasols which have so far been superfluous are 
beginning to be inquired for, and are found to be 
just as progressive as any other part of female ward- 
robe. The latest style and those most in vogue are 
in small white and Vow* check, with brown em- 



white, with a deep heading and "made into loops, so 
as to preserve the edges from the rough, ragged ap- 
pearance so often observed. The inside is lined 
with a rich drab taffetas, with a flowered cheni bor- 
der, and scalloped edge, and the parasol is comple- 
ted by a richly carved ivory handle, at a cost of f 7. 

Bonnets for this month retain all the peculiarities 
described in previous letters. As yet summer modes 
have not made their appearance on the promenade, 
although the season for trade is considered nearly 
over, the reason being the exceedingly cold and 
stormy weather. A few days since an opening of 
superb French hats took place, of which one speci- 
men may be given. This was a very costly chip, 
with an insertion of deep, corn-colored silk 
between the edge and the central part.

S. ship In- 
dependence, under date of Panama Bay, May 8th, 
has unofficially notified the Navy Department that 
he had been informed of the existence of a practica- 
ble route for a ship canal from the Gulf of San Mi- 
guel Rio Sarana to Puerto del Principe, a few miles 
above which the tide ebba, thence about north by- 
east over low ground to the Atlantic ocean to Caledo- 
nia Bay, or a little north of it; that the whole country- 
is low, well flooded and watered and abounding in 
game; and that a small party can cross from Sarana 
to the Atlantic ocean and return ( making a path or 
road as they go) in less than ten days, without fear 
of Indians or disease. Surgeon Caldwell, having 
obtained leave of Commodore Mervine, hastily ex- 
plored the route and reported that the summit level 
of the route from Puerto del Principe westerly to the 
Atlantic, within eight miles of the Sarana, would 
not prove insuperable to engineering skill in the con- 
struction of a ship canal. 

General Walker has telegraphd that he will be in 
Washington as soon as possible. 

The Army Medical Board, recently convened at 
New York, have reported to the War Department 
that the following persons were found qualified for 
appointment in the medical staff, viz: Robert Bar- 
tholomew, Maryland; Joseph C. Bailey, Pennsylva 
nia; J. Cooper KcKee, New York; Kirtly Rylland, 
Missouri, and W. A. Carswell, South Carolina.

boat, and tliat he had declined a desirable berth on another 
boat to accept the command of the boat, and would, if he 
were removed, be thrown out of employment and greatly 
damaged. 

At the time of filing his answer, the defendant's counsel 
cave notice that he would move to dissolve or modify the 
injunction granted by the court; and thereupon the court 
sot the trial for this day, 30th May. Upon the trial quite a 
number of affidavits were read on each side. 

Chancellor Logan, after the counsel had read the affida- 
vits and made then arguments, said in substance— that if 
the plaintiffs had viofaV d any contract with defendant 
about the command of the boat ti his injury, they would 
he liable to him in damages upon proper proof. Hut that 
they undoubtedly had the right to remove him from the 
command for very slight canse- and that it would be con- 
trary to common sense, as well as law, for him, when he 
only owned an interest of one-eb-hth in the boat, to hold 
command in spile of the plaiutiffs, who owned the other 
seven-eights. He was merely their agent, liven if it had 
been the agreement that he should command for a specified 
length of time, yet the court would not enforce that agree- 
ment, whether the plaintiffs were willing or not— whether 
the defendant was fit to command or not. The owners of 
a boat are liable for the acts of the captain or master, done 
in the line of hu duty, and he is responsible to them. Hut 
the question of who shall command a boat, is one in which 
other* are interested besides the owners aud master. 

The Surveyor ol Customs for the Port issues a license to 
the boat and takes a bond and oath from the master that he 
will observe the Hevenne laws. Ate, Ac. 

The public are Interested. They entrust their lives and 
property to the care and keepinp of the master, who wields 
an almost daspotic power during the voyage. It is the in- 
terest, as well as duty, of the owners to select and appoint 
a good, faithful, and efficient man to command the boat, 
aud therefore public policy requires that tht owners shonld 
not be trammeled in selecting or retainino a master by any 
such private agreement as that set up in this case. Hut the 
owners should be at liberty when they think fit to change 
one master for another, to do so, inasmuch as thev are res- 
ponsible for his acts at the bar of legal justice, as well as 
tliat of public opinion. 

The motion, therefore, to dissolve or modify the injunc- 
tion is overruled, but the cause is retained upon the ques- 
tian of damages raised by the defendant.

NEW SCHOOL PRESDYTEKIAX GEX. ASSEMBLY. 

CMrvELAM>, May 28. 
When the report on the records of the Synod of Ken- 
tucky was presented, a question arose which excited quite 
an animated debate. It was, whether an elder, or elders, 
are indispensable to a quorum at the regular meeting of a 
Presbytery or Synod. H. K. Clark, Esq.. of Detroit A. A. 
Guthrie, of Putnam, O., llev. J. H. Wallace, and others, 
participated in this debate. Finally, it being understood 
that the question should be presented to the Committee on 
Church Polity, the Assembly proceeded to heur other re- 
ports. 

The Svnod of Missvtsipt'i When the Assembly reach- 
ed this Synod, which is the last on the bill, and a report 
approving its records was presented, Kev. Mr. Lockwood 
proceeded to read from Mr. McLean's speech at Buffalo, 
sentences in which he was reported to have said, in sub- 
stance, that he and the members of the churches in tflssh. 
s\W\ held slave* for gain. Mr. Lockwood also read the 
action of one of the Presbyteries of the Synod of Missis- 
sippi (Lexington South), in which it declared that its mem- 
bers were "slaveholders from principle and choice," dec. 

Mr. Lockwood's speech and readings produced quite an 
excitement, showing that there are smouldering fires bent 
which it only needs a spark to kindle to a fiercer conflagra- 
tion. While the question of postponement was pending, 
the hour of adjournment arrived. 

-J Kev. Mr. White of Tenu., arose and said. I know that I 
am excitable, aud therefore 1 try to keep a special guard 
upon myself. Though there are but 27 comml»ioncrs from 
the South, 1 have confidence in my Northern brethren, 
that they will treat us fairly. 

From the fin-t introduction of the subject of slavery, 
there has been manifested by some msmbers of assembly a 
disposition that I have regretted to see. I am opposed to 
la'-lnc these Mississippi brethren on the altar as vour first 
victims. You will not lack victims. We of the South will 
not deny our sentiments. Though I am by birth a North- 
ern man. I have Southern principles. We do not stay in 
the South from mercinary motives. I receive only $2oo a 
year. Mr. White ssid, in reference to the extracts read by 
Mr. Lockwood. heporters often make mistakes, and that 
report was taken from the Independent, whose editors take 
up collections for Sharpe's rifles on the Sabbath. 

Rev. Mr. Painter of Te uo., a venerable lookiug old man, 
OWN the following amendment: 

tienolved, Tliat the Constitutional Presbyteriau Church 
will not preach the gospel in the slaveboldiug States, by 
her ministers, without subject ng them to the annual re- 
bukes and admonitions of the General Assembly. 

Mr. Painter said that be was born and reared in the 
South, and had labored there until he was near the end of 
his earthly course. But for twenty years past he and his 
brethren bad been embarrassed by being told that they 
were involved in guilt. They did not wish to live so. They 
wanted the Assembly to tell tbem just what their position 
was. He received members to the Church without asking 
whether they were slaveholders or not. The Apostles did 
so. The Church was organized in the family of a slave- 
holder— Abraham, Ac. "If you think differently at the 
North, and want no further communication with us, tell us 
so at once. I don't want you to push me off, yet I wont go 
unless you do." 

Hon. W. P. Cutler, of Warren, Ohio, offered the follow- 
ing as a substitute for the report: 

The Uencral Assembly, in view of memorials presented 
and under a deep sense of accountability to God, and to 
the Church, feel called upon to take the following action: 

We do hereby explicitly condemn the doctrine, that 
slavery is sactloncd by the Scriptures of the old or New 
Testaments, as a fundamental error, with which we have 
no sympathy or fellowship. 

And whereas, the Presbytery of Lexington, South, has 
foi warded to this Assemby a memorial, containing the fol- 
lowing words: 

"There are ministers of this Presbytery who are slave- 
holders— hoi .ling slaves under the belief, that, according to 
the Bible, it is right— and also nearly all the ruling elders 
of the Churches under the care of this Presbytery are 
slaveholders, believing it to be, according to the uld and 
New Testament Scriptures, right." While offering no 
qualifying explanations of their language, the Presbytery 
have assumed the responsibility of sustaining such minis- 
ters and elders in their position, this Assembly is constrain- 
ed in the exercise of its "iiower of warning and bearing 
testimony against error in doctrine or immorality in prac- 
tice in any Church. Presbytery, or Synod, to disapprove 
and condemn the position which is thus assumed by the 
Presbytery of Lexington South, as aoe which is not only 
unscriptural, but utterly opposed to the convictions of the 
Church, and calculated to mar Its peace, aud seriously 
hinder its prosperity, as well as bring reproach upon our 
holy religion. 

The a-s in lily do hereby call on the Presbytery of Lex- 
ington South to review and rectify their position; and in 
case the Presbytery shall neglect to comply with this re. 
quest, the Synods of Mlsaiasippi are directed to take cogni- 
zance of the case at their earliest convenience. 

In presenting this substitute. Judge Carter said: 

By the previous action of the Assembly, and the recent 
action of this Presbytery, we are brought fairly to an issue. 
I want the Assembly to exercise its constitutional power. 
I do nut desire tliat that power should be greater, nor 
would I wish it to be less. I have no meat-axe dispo- 
sition in regard to my Southern brethren. I do not want 
to cut them off, but I want them to understand that I can- 
not meet their views on this subject. 

Kev. Mr. IMckerson, of Kentucky, said: 

I prefer this substitute to the original report. It brings 
the true L*me before us, and I am in favor of meeting it 
now. 

After further debate, the hour of adjournment having 
arrived, the debate was arrested, and Mr. Guthrie has the 
floor to-morrow morning.

/tenorl-s upon the Beef Market.-W'e have often had 
to report a "combination" among brokers to raise the 1 
of beef, but never before a thorough oae among butc 
to bring prices down, at least not one so successful as 
entered into and carried out this week. The buyers have 
been studying this game for a long time with some dear ex- 
I'eriMK-e- -perhaps they have taken lessons of the stock 
bears on Wall street during the last two or three week*. 
However this maybe, it leaked out last evening that • gen- 
eral agreement had been entered into among the buyers of 
this city not to pay the prices current hut week. Particular 
force was given to this effort by a rumored previous combi- 
nation among sellers. An attempt was made by the latter 
duriug the night and very early this morning to save them- 
selves by hurrying out of the yards several hundred cattle, 
to give the appearance of a short supply. Bnt it was no go, 
the bu>ch< M held out firmly and as cattle on hand must be 
sold, the buyers had it pretty much their own way, both as 
regards price.- and estimated weights. We quote the aver, 
age pric s of the day at about l)4c decline from last week. 
The yards were far from being cleared late in the evening, 
and the cattle remaining unsold, together with those drawn 
out before the morning sales commenced will leave several 
hundred for further sabs*. The demand for beef is falling 
off materially with the approach, or rather arrival, of hot 
weather, though there is little prospect of any over supply. 
It will be noted above that a large number of the auimals 
reported this week were State cattle, which have beee hur- 
ried in on the strength of the last market. The State dis- 
tilleries have been pretty well drained, so that there will be 
unusually small receipts from this source hereafter. The 
receipts of Western stock have been comparatively small, 
and they will continue so, probably, as the fresh grass is 
starting up finely, and there is no longer the necessity to 
send auimals to market to keep them from starving. It is 
not Rood economy to send away the young, half-crown, 
half-fattened stock, no matter how high mav be the rates 
offered. A very little- expense for pasturage will double the 
weight Notwithstanding the high rates offered by New 
York traders, dealers from the Eastern market were able to 
buy about 600 beeves at Albany and Buffalo. Some of our 
contemporaries have confidently predicted a continuance 
of last week's prices, but this is not at all probable from the 
simple fact — if no other — that people cannot, and, of course, 
» ill not buy beef for consumption a' prices whieh butchers 
have been compelled to ask for the past few days. This 
fact alone is enough to contradict tho predictions made with 
so much assurance. There is no reason to doubt but a good 
market for cattle will exist for some time to come, but 
nothing higher than to-day's prices can be looked for, as a 
general thing. 

S. M. Baker contributed 51 head of Col. Shelby's large 
Kentucky cattle, rated at l.Mi lbs net, which .). A. Memtt 
was trying to dispose of at 13(*)14*. They were too large 
and fat to suit a high market and share purchasers, as very 
few butchers would be able under the above prices to handle 
such beef in warm weather. It did not appear at a late 
hour in the afternoon tliat any of them would be sold. G. 
Barnard took four at $il50, and two others brought $300.
